At approxiiaately 2:00PII this date the undersisned officer were enroute to 
the vicinity of the 300: Block ifest Jefferson to aid in the search of the 
killer of Officer J.D. Tippet. At this tiir^ we received inforinaUon over 
the radio that the suspect had r-^n into the Tex:is Theater. We went to that 
location along vdth other officers. IJe searched the balcony and then went 
to the lower floor. At this tir.e the suspect was located. Officer IIcDonald 
was tha first one to him. At this tl-e the suspect hit ::cDonald and drew 
'the pistol from his belt. At this tine i'yself, Jerry Hill, Ray Hawkins and 
'another uniforia officer converged on the suspect. As we all becaM involved 
in the scuf.lo I observed the nuzzle of the suspect's pistol pointing at me. 
I grabbed the pistol and kept it in i.y possession until I later released it 
to Joriy Hill. \\'a took the suspect directly to HonioideSeRobbery Bureau and 
there released him to Homicida Offi. era. l.'hile in the process of attempting 
to get to the suspect Officer K.E. lyons sprained his left ankle.
